Big Registration Will Make Fast 
Voting Necessity— Othe r Inform ation 



Inasmuch as there are over 
1000 more voters registered in 
Narberth at this election than 
there were in 1!»"<U. it behooves 
everyone to vote as early and as 
quicklv as possible on Tuesday. 
Women are especially requested 
to vote between the hours of 11 
and 3 which will be the quietest. 

With 2825 registered voters in 
the Borough, it means that things 
will have to move rapidly at the 
polls or else many will be depriv- 
ed of their vote. The polls open 
at 7 A. M. and close promptly at 
7 P. M. Unless one is in line and 
inside the voting place by the 
closing time, he loses his chance 
to vote, Being in the line but on 
the outside of the polls docs not 
help any. 

The polling places are as fol- 
lows for the three election dis- 
tricts: District No. 1, Elm Hall; 
District No. 2, Cook Brothers' 
store. 10-1 Essex avenue; District 
No. 3, Boy Scout house (south 
side). 

Two sets of officials who will 
come into their own next week 
are the judges of election and In- 
spectors of election. The former 
are Ralph E. Seaboldt. J. W. Mc- 
Auliffe and J. Baird Caldwell for 
districts 1, 2 and 3 respectively. 
The Inspectors of election are 
District No..l, C. C. Mason: Dis- 
trict No. 2, C. C. Tyson ; District 
No. 3, Addison H. Durboraw. 

Voting information distributed 
by the committee of 70, of Phila- 
delphia, points out the following 
facts which pretain to Boroughs 
and Townships. "Residents of 
boroughs and townships, where 
personal registration is not re- 
quired, cannot be disfranchised 
through failure of assessors to 
place their names on the registry 
lists. If the name is omitted from 
the registry list, and he is other- 
wise qualified, he shall be admit- 
ted to vote, upon making affidavit 
that he meets legal residence re- 
quirements, supported by the affi- 
davit of some qualified voter of 
the district as a witness, and sub- 
mission of proof that he has paid 
tax."' The authority for this state- 
ment is the Act of 1S!Mi. sec. 1. 
P. L. 25-1.

Vote for State Forestry Bond Issue, 

Carl P. Birkinbine Urges Rotary Club 



Carl Peter Birkinbine, former 
president of the Neighborhood 
Club of Bala-Cynwyd, was the 
speaker Tuesday at the meeting of 
the Bala-Cynwyd-Narberth Rotary 
Club. His subject was the 'Con- 
stitutional Amendment for the For- 
estry Bond Issue." 

Mr. Binrkinbine appeared at the 
request of L. Stanley King, who 
was himself absent, clue to a recent 
accident. The speaker gave an ex- 
planation of the proposed bond is- 
sue and the reasons why it should 
be passed. 

"The amendment calls for a total 
issue of $25,000,000,' he said. "But 
of this sum not more than $2,500,- 
000 can be spent in any one year 
for the purchase of waste land at a 
price not greater than $10 per acre. 



The use of the money is limited to 
10 years. 

"Thus the timber on the land 
purchased and planted would be- 
gin to produce revenue for the State 
during the life of the bond issues, 
with a strong probability that the 
enterprise would pay its own way. 
as similar forests have done in many 
parts of Europe. 

The serious danger of a lumber 
famine has brought the subject to 
the fore, and quick action is being 
urged by conservationists, sports- 
men, campers and nature lovers 
throughout the State. Danger to 
the amendment lies in the fact that 
its wording leaves no way open for 
"oprk barrell" use of the money, 
and as a result, many politicians 
are refusing to work for its pas- 
sage."

property hereabouts in those pioneer 
days and when Mr. Richards died 
Mr. McCarter continued the busi- 
ness with the co-operation of How- 
ard E. Fritsch. who later took it 
over as Mr. McCarter became ac- 
tive in affairs in Philadelphia. 

When Narberth was established 
as a borough in 1895 Mr. McCar- 
ter was at once drafted for service 
on the school board and he was its 
treasurer for three years. In 190S 
he was elected as president of the 
board, a position he continued to 
hold until 1925. On his retirement 
the citizens of the community paid 
tribute to his 30 years of public 
service by tendering him a testimo- 
nial dinner at Elm Hall on January 
16, 1926. when a handsome silver 
loving cup was presented to him. 
The affair was described as the 
most notable occasion ever held in 



Narberth and was attended by sev- 
eral hundred men and women. 
United States Senator George W. 
Pepper was one of the speakers and 
many local citizens vied with each 
other in expressing appreciation of 
Mr. Carter's devoted interest to the 
advancement of Narberth's school 
I system. 

It was his custom through all the 
years to go to the school daily, and 
lie applied himself to all its numer- 
ous details in a manner which gave 
evidence that he accepted a high 
accountability for the task with 
which he was charged. His admin- 
istration always won universal ap-j 
proval until live years ago, when 
the rapidly growing school popula- 
tion presented new problems and a \ 
wide diversity of public opinion as; 
to the procedure which would best i 
meet Narberth's requirements, both | 
as to cost and curriculum. ' 

The battle which raged afforded 
numerous interesting parallels with 
the experience in Philadelphia of 
Simon Gratz. who had also served; 
school interests for many years and j 
who had come in conflict with a] 
new generation which was apparent- 
ly unmindful of all that had gone be- 
fore. Mr. McCarter never gave any 
signs that he was disturbed by the 
friction and he derived great satis- 
faction from the fact that those 
elected to the board in more or less 
opposition to his policy were quick 
to declare that his direction of the 
board was characterized by every 
consideration and courtesy for the 
opinion of each individual member. 

1 lenrv Rose, who is now dead, 
was one of his warmest supporters 
and so was Robert J. Oothard. who 
also served on the school board. 
Mrs. E. J. Hatchelor. the first wom- 
an director to be elected, has never 
ceased to be generous in her praise 
of Mr. McCarter's procedure, and 
it has frequently been said that 
there never would have been any 
ructions if the dead president had 
possessed the same facility for ex- 
pressing himself publicly as he did 
in the close quarters of the school 
meetings. 

The impressive affair which ob- 
served his retirement soothed all 
difficulties, as friend and foe ac- 
claimed the unselfish and untiring 
nature of his service, and the 
archives will record that no other 
man ever gave so much of his time 



and talent to Narberth without 
financial compensation of any kind 
as did C. Howard McCarter.

. . . Rarely can the stump speaker survive 
the test of the radio. The ten thousand 
standing before him are in the humor for 
sound and fury; the ten million listening in 
can be caught only by convincing ideas and 
a constructive program. 

Governor Smith's much touted "charm" 
and personality suffer severely at the hands 
of the radio. It reveals him as a rather 
superior Tammany politician — a master of 
appeal to prejudice; of attack by insinuation; 
and a sufferer from delusions of persecution. 
But when it comes to offering a construc- 
tive solution of the great questions before 
the country, he has no sound, Tyorkab 1 e an- 
swer. He begs the question, or, if he has an 
answer, it is the wrong one. 

Particularly did the radio show up Gov- 
ernor Smith when he spoke in Oklahoma, 
though it has done him the same disservice 
on every occasion that he has used it. He 
must have placed a very low estimate upon 
the reasoning powers of his Oklahoma City 
audience or he would scarcely have ventured 
such transparent sophistry as characterized 
his speech in that city. Nettled by the op- 
position of Senator Owen on the score of his 
long affiliation with Tammany, he under- 
took to convince his audience that those who 
pretend to be against him because he is an 
outstanding member of the Tammany tribe, 
really oppose him on account of his religion 
and use Tammany merely as a red herring to 
drag across the trail. 

Much as most of the Governor's opponents 
endeavored to keep religion out of the cam- 
paign, neither he nor Senator Robinson 



would let it drop. After declaring that "re- 
ligion" is a word that ordinarily ought not 
to be mentioned in a political campaign, 
Governor Smith opened a keg of red herring 
himself and went on to say a great deal 
about religion and bigotry and intolerance, 
but little or nothing about Tammany. . . . 
His own supporters have not been guiltless 
of attacking Mr. Hoover on religious and 
other personal grounds. But the former Sec- 
retary of Commerce is too sensible, too sure 
of the common sense of the voter to rush to 
the stump to deny the silly stories that are 
being circulated about him. Some of these 
are carefully calculated to appeal to race 
prejudice in the South, some are planned to 
hurt him in the North, and others with the 
farmers in the West. But Mr. Hoover holds 
no martyr pose, gives no sign of having a 
persecution complex. Governor Smith's 
friends should tell him that his reputation as 
a big, broad-minded, "happy warrior" has 
been badly jolted by the radio. Some of the 
stories that he repeated were preposterous 
on their face and called for no denial, when 
he could have used his radio time to some 
serious purpose— to add more definite facts 
and detailed programs to the promises and 
generalities he has been dealing in. 

We are told that Governor Smith has 
"charm," personality — that he is a good friend 
and a good fellow. All this is no doubt true, 
but what the radio brings to us are the 
speeches of an opportunist, a politician who 
promises everything and offers no real solu- 
tion for anything. 

The country, for instance, would like to 
have h : m state clearly and in detail his rea- 
sons for believing that he could solve pres- 



ent problems and improve present condi- 
tions. . . .

' Now that the campaign is drawing to a 
| close, there is one fact of which the people 
may rest assured — namely, that Mr. Hoover 
is peculiarly fitted by temperament, training 
and experience to meet the problems of the 
hour. The country has very nearly passed 
through the period of readjustment which 
followed the war. We would not dare say 
that the need for watchful economy which 
Mr. Coolidge has stressed is) over; but will- 
ingly or not, the country is entering a period 
of vast construction, of broad, heavy eco- 
nomic problems with which Mr. Hoover is 
particularly fitted to cope. 

No matter what the voter's individual per- 
sonal preference may be, it is certain that the 
next few years will witness a scientific, 
economic and industrial revolution. Mr. 
Hoover has proved himself a master of emer- 
gencies; he has handled armies of men in 
many countries, and has dealt with many 
Governments in regard to matters of the 
largest import. We are more than fortu- 
nate in being able to hire such a general 
manager for the largest business in the 
world. It seems almost the hand of destiny 
that a man with such an equipment should 
be ready for the work before us. 

New York City and Albany are important 
places, but Governor Smith himself must 
have too great a sense of humor to pretend 
that he is as well acquainted with as many 
sections of the country as Mr. Hoover. Cer- 
tainly he has no such familiarity with inter- 



national affairs. He has no such knowledge 
of agricultural problems and no such first- 
hand contact with vast operations in food 
supply and other commodities and industries. 

But, it is said, Governor Smith, if elected 
President, will call conferences of the best 
authorities on agriculture, and take the ad- 
vice of such men. Mr. Hoover, however, 
has not only had to do first-hand with these 
matters for years but has probably talked 
with more authorities and attended or called 
more conferences than any one else alive. 
Already he knows what the facts are; he 
does not have to learn them from the ground 
up. 

Mr. Hoover has always evoked enthusiasm 
and loyalty from armies of assistants and 
employees. He has probably done more than 
any other man to bring about better homes 
in America. Those who meet him, whether 
for the first time or after hundreds of con- 
tacts, come away with the impression that 
he has a wonderful fund of information con- 
cerning every section of the country and its 
peculiar problems. But those who know him 
— and their name is legion — have a far more 
significant impression of him than this. They 
are convinced by every word and act and 
movement of the man that he is far more 
interested in the country's welfare than in 
his own. He has no time for egotism; his 
idea is to get the job done. The progress of 
the country is his underlying thought. The 
ma ; n issue now is properly to direct and 
perpetuate our prosperity and to use it for 
the highest purposes of humanity. Does any 
fair-minded person seriously doubt that Her- 
bert Hoover is the outstanding man of the 
time for this appointed task?
